He bas visited se- 
veral of the Molucca isin some of 
which the natives destroyed a}! their idols, 
and a great number of housts erected for 
the worship of the devil. The people are 
so eager to be instructed, that he is obli- 
ged to send them manuscript Sermons and 
Tracts. <A printing-press and types have 
been sent. The people, who are yery nu- 
merous, are anxious for Bibles and Tracts. 
They have contributed about 1000/. to the 
Bible Society, by whom a large supply of 
Malay Bibles is preparing. The Direc- 
tors have already printed and sent to them 
Extracts from the Scriptures in the Malay, 
some of which are also sentte other places 
in the East. ‘. 

Malacca, the chief townie the Rcniasula

W. Milne, C. H. Thomsen, 
W.H. Medhurst, John Siater. 

Mr. Thomsen set out with his wife, on 
a voyage to Engiand for the recovery of 
her health ; but she died on the passage. 
After a short stay in this country, he re- 
turned, accompanicd by Mr. Siater. Mr. 
Medhurst, who Ieft England the year be- 
fore, embarked from Madras for Malacca 
on the 20th of May last. They are now 
united in laboring with Mr. Milne. 

Mr. Milne continués to prosecute his 


nese Language, and to publish his Month- 
ly Chinese Magazine, which contains in- 
formation combined with entertainment, | 
and scems to promise great usefulness to 
the Chinese People dispersed among the 
numerous and populous islands of the 
Eastern Sea. It is read with avidity by 
them, He has many opportunities of dis- 
persing books, by the different vessels 
which touch at Malacca. Mr. Milne has 
established two Chinese Schools, in which 
the Lancasterian plan, as far as it is prac- 
ticable there, is adopted. He has transla- 
ted the Books of Deuteronomy and Joshua 
into the Chinese language, and is proceed- 
ing with Judges. A printing-press, work- 
men, and founts of Malay and English types 
have arrived from Bengal. 


RUSSIA. 
Irkoutsk, in Siveria, near the Sea of Baikal, 
upwards of 3000 miles from St. Pe- 
tersburgh.—1i818. 
Edward Stallrbrass, Cormelius Rahmn. 
The Rev. Dr. Paterson and thé Rev. 
Robert Pinkerton earnestly recommended 
Irkoutsk, as a suitable station for a mis- 
sion tothe Mongoi Tartars. Mr. Stally- 
brass (from Hoxton Academy,) and Rev. 
Mr. Rahmn, of Gottenburgh,after residing 
for a time at St. Petersburgh, and obtain- 
ing, through the friendship of Dr. P. &c. 
and the Russian Government, every thing 
necessary for their purpose, left that city 
Jan. 8, 1818, and arrived at Moscow on the 
15th January. On the (7th they had the 
honor of an interview with his Imperial 
Majesty, who conversed with them freely 
on the object of their mission, and assured 
them that every possible facility should be 
afforded them, both on their long journey, 
and after their arrival at Irkoutsk, and ex- 
pressed the most cordial wishes for their 
welfare and success, for which he conde- 
scended to assure them he should pray. 


RUSSIAN TARTARY.

This Station lics abowt 70 miles to the 
windward of the Demerara River. The 
Mission was commenced under the pa- 
tronage of the Commissioners of the Crown 
Estates, who had 1100 slaves under their 
care. Schools were established—many 
adults and children Jearned to read and to 
say their catechism. The New Testa- 
ment was put into the hands of many. A 
great change was wrought on several who 
were baptized and admitted to the Lord’s 
Supper. They were eager to obtain re- 
ligious instruction. Means were adopted 
for the establishment of marriage, which 
began to have a happy effect. Obiah, or 
witchcraft, which had been very prevalent 
among them, began to vanish. At Clirist- 
mas, Easter, and Whitsuntide, many pre- 
ferred assembling in the house of God to 
dancing and revelling. They also began 
to take particular care of their children. 
In 1815, on one estate, 180,000 Ibs. of cof- 
fee were picked without the yse of the 
whip. The restoration of the crown es- 
tates to a company of Dutch merchants has 
clouded this bright prospect, and the peo- 
ple are at present deprived of religious in- 
struction. At New Amsterdam 150 peo- 
ple attended Mr. Wray’s ministry. 

Trinidad,—1809.

Mr. Adam is pretty well attended, es-

St. Petersburg, Sept. 19, (B17. 

Kief, the ancient capital of Russia, under 
the Grard Dukes, is now become the'seat | 
ofa Bible Sqcicty, with the venerable Me- 
tropolitan, Serapion, at its head. ‘The Kies? 
Bible Socieiy was formed onthe 1th: of , 
Auyust, and, at its first miecting, the sub- 
scriptions amounted to upwards of 5,000 
rubies. The sphere of this Society’s opes- 
ations is of singular importance ; for, in 
addition to upwards of one million of Rus- 
sians, Polés, and Jews, who compose the 
population of that province,many thousands 
of pilgrims from the most distant quarte#s 
of Russia, annually resort to Kief, to per- 
form their devotions ai the tombs of the 
saints. 

The Archbishop of Ekaterinosloff, Job, 
has again sent in 20,000 rubles, to promote 
the object of the Russian Dible Society.— 
This active and zealous Prelate bas col- 
lected and sent in, since the foundation of 
the Society, upwards of 100,000 rubles. 

The Bishop of Perm has sent in a list of 
the names of 174 Tartars in that province, 
who have applied to him for copies of the 

‘artar Scriptures ; of whom 87 offer to 
pay the full price for them, six rubles the 
copy. m 

Bible Associations are increasing in 
number, and prospering under the care of 
their respective provincial Societies; ard 
some are springing vp in quarters where 
there are no Auxiliaries near them.

LATEST FROM HAVANA. 

Capt. Cox, of the sch. Charles K. Mallary,who 
left Havana on the 10th inst. and arrived at Nor- 
folk on the 9th, states, that the sensation produ- 
ced on the minds of the people there, by the first 
intelligence of the capture of Pensacola had sub- 
sided. A hostile disposition had beer manifested 
in the first instance, by the governor ; and an 
embargo had been laid on all American shipping 
in the port, but it was taken off in 48 hours after, 
and they were allowed to clear out as usual with- 
out any new restrictions. An additional duty of 
$1 had been jaid on flour, which now pays $8 25 
per bbl. Capt. Cox also states, that the Yellow 
Fever was raging with great violence at Havana, 
and continued to sweep off large numbers of the 
inhabitants and strangers daily.

tercourse with the British West-Indies. By the 


| present regulations, the produce of America will 


be shipped to Halifax, St. John’s, or Bermuda, 
there landed, and sent to their ultimate destina- 
tion ; the vessels bringing lumber, provisions, 
&c. to these ports, will in return take West-India 
produce, British manufactures, &c. 

“ There is no doubt that the recent changes 
will throw trade out ofits usual channel ; but 
we are truly gratified to find, that all commercial 
meén aecree that they will be most beneficial to 
the trade of Great Britain, and will immediately | 
give to our North American Colonies a degree of | 
importance which could not have been anticipa- 
ted.

Several Israelites, who 
had accompanied him, carefully removed, imme- 
diately after the execution, even the smallest tra- 
ces of blood; they then placed his body on a 
bier, took it on theirshoulders, and proceeded to 
a neighboring cemetery, where they buried it. 


Paris, May 9.—Tbe RoyalAcademy of Science, 
in their sitting of the 27th April, has heard, with 
lively interest, a detail made by Mr. Recherand, 
of a singular operation performed by that skilful 
surgeon. This operation, in which the heart and 
lungs have been uncovered, by making the resec- 
tion of two ribs, and by cutting about eight inches 
square of the plevrejawhich had become swelled 
with cancer, is new in the history of surgery, and | 
reaches the bounds of possibility in this species of 
operation.

Nearly a cemury ago, several travellers 


of respectability, at different times, visited | 
the tract of country over which the Isra- | 
elites passed in their journey from the Red | 


Sea to the Promised Land. In examining 
nai, they severally discovered, ampag oth- 
er evidences of the Mosaic history, the 
Rock Meribah, from which the Great Jew- 
ish Leader, in a miraculous manner, drew 
water for the immense host of his country- 
men. Two of these travellers was Shaw | 
and Pococke, two Englishmen of respect- 
ability and integrity. As their description 
of this monument of antiquity, so interest- 
ing for the correberation which it affords 
to the Sacred Historian, and so venerable 
for having been the object upon which was | 
wrought so wonderful a miracle as that a- | 
bove memtioned, are so minute & satisfacroe | 
ry,we have transcribed them for publication. 

Snaw.—* Afrer we had descended with 
no small difficulty down the western side
